We  desire  also  to  call  your  attention  to  those  so-called  Fruit  Unions— that  agree  to  plant 
orchards  for  you  and  claim  to  know  better  what  you  want,  and  are  willing  to  select  for  you ;  your 
successful  neighboring  fruit  grower  is  better  able  to  tell  you  what  to  plant  than  any  nurseryman 
or  fruit  grower  remote  from  where  you  desire  to  plant. 
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Execution  of  Orders. 
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We  endeavor  to  execute  all  orders  promptly  and  as  nearly  as  possible  in  rotation  as  received, 
giving  each  order  the  most  scrupul  ms  care  and  attention  to  insure  reasonable  satisfaction.

Past  ex- 
perience has  dem  'ns  rated  the  f  ictihai  nursery  stock  arrives  in  best  conditi  >n  when  1  mg  time  is 
required  in  transit,  if  shipped  when  stock  is  in  mast  dormant  condition— being  during  the 
months  from  November  to  February. 


Care  of  Trees  on  Arrival. 


As  soon  as  you  unpack  trees,  having  your  trenches  previously  duo:  to  receive  them,  set  in  a 
slanting  positi  >n,  hen  fill  in  and  around  the  roots,  treading  the  soil  sufficiently  t  make  ir  firm, 
and  avoid  h  iving  bunches  se  side  by  side  with  >ur,  s  >il  be  ween  them.  This  is  a  serious  draw- 
back attending  the  growth  of  trees,  as  much  d  im  ige  results  fr  >m  'wiving  "heeled  in"  with  open- 
ings all  >wing  drying  >r  freezing  befor  *  ulantins?,  and  the  nurseryman  is  charged  with  having 
sent  poor  stock,  when  the  fault  is  in  mishandling  after  arrival. 

When  trees  arrive  in  a  shriveled  condition  after  a  1  >ng  delay  in  shipment,  take  out  all  shriv- 
eled t  ees  and  bury  t  >ps  ind  all  f  >r  ab  >ut  ten  days,  t  >  res* ore  them.  Sh  >uld  trees  arrive  in  a  fro- 
zen condition,  place  in  the  cellar  t  >  all  >w  gradual  th'iwing,  r>r  bury  in  s  >il  untii  thawed  out.  Do 
n 't  exp 'se  stock  t  >  hasten  thawing.  It  is  must  essential  ■  o  let  frozen  st  ck  thaw  out  gradually 
in  a  dark,  cool  place  ;  therefore  avoid  exposure  to  sunlight  or  heat  when  transferring  to  a  cool 
place.

It  may  be  trained  into  a  complete  shady  Arbor  or  a  fine 
Ornamental  Gateway,  and  a  great  variety  of  fanciful  forms.  . 

Twigs  of  this  new  weeper  are  not  easily  broken  and  when  packed  for  shipment— an  item  ot 
great  importance.  It  has  another  important  feature;  being  very  tenacious,  it  resists  more 
hardships  in  the  growing  season  than  many  other  weepers  that  are  grafted  or  budded  standard 
height.
